"Since we haive decided to locate 


.in Hushville, we exipctet to live and 
die here," said Mr. Roberts. "I have 
been coming to 
Rushville for a 


number of years and I know some- 
thing afoout tie town. It is splendid- 
ly located, has fine shipping facili- 
ties and is an ideal community in 
which to live." 


The model which the officers 
of 


the company had here today, will be 
•brought back to Rushville when the 
offtee furnfture is moved, and will be 
installed in the oflitee for demonstra- 
ting before .aynone .who should care 
to see it. 


The company will'start with eight 


or ten mechanics and a numlber 
o-f 


assemblers, and it is predated when 
the concern gets well under way, -at 
least a thousand and possibly more 
people w511 be, employed. The com- 
pany was anxious to get located at 
once so as to make some machines 
to sell for the general elections next 
fall. 


The possibifities of .a 
a market 


for the machine are unlimited. In 
addition to being used in elections, 
the concern can make small ma- 
hines which can be sold to IbdgeAr 
abor unions and all sorts of assoc- 
iations for the purpose of recording 
votes. The field for voting machines 
alone is a big one because of the 
number of voters being 
increased 


due to the woman's suffrage amend- 
ment -which will be ratified shortly. 


Statistics which have been gath- 


ered by the company show that to 
aecommoda'te the United States with 
voting- machines, an average of sev- 
enty-seven in each 
count..- 
is re- 


quired. 


The chief advantages of the ma- 


chine this company makes is the 
simpleness of its construction and 
its light weight A machine 
would meet the needs of Rush coun- 
ty weighs only 164 pounds whereas 
any other voting machine made, for 
a county of this size, -weighs almost 
ten times that much. 


The mechanism of the machine is 


such that it is impossible • to vote 
for two opposing candidates. When- 
ever the knob is turned for one can- 
didate, that is *he vote which will 
be registered. A "straight" ticket 
may be voted, national, state and 
county, by turning one knob. If it 
is desired to vote different national, 
state and county tickets,- three dif- 
ferent knobs have to be tnrned. W 
t'he voter wishes to "scratch" a tick- 
et, he turns the knob of the ticket 
on which are the majority of 
the 


candidates he favors, and the knobs 
)y the "individual candidates on the 
other tictefe.

(three or four^ years), we expect to 
retain a larger number and also, a larg-

and we still want enough shoots pro- 
duced so that some choice may be 


,e between them. With these gen- 
considerations in view it becomes 


evident that the very young tree should. 
be pruned severely, but as it becomes

Heading Back and Thinning. 


When it is suggested that the first 


priming should remove approximately 
three-fourths of the shoot growth 
made by the tree during its first year 
in the orchard, this does not mean 
that three-fourths "of all the shoots 
shoufd be cut out of the tree. Prob- 
tibjy a third to a half should-be rej 
tROved^ and the remainder cut back to 
3. half or a third, or in some cases a 
quarter, of their length. In other 
words, the pruning should consist part- 
ly in a thinning out and partly Iii a 
heading bact. The same statements 
hold for the pruning of trees a little 
older, except that as the trees become 
older relatively'more of the pruning 
should consist in thinning ont and cor- 
respondingly less in heading back.
